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GORMAN IS A QUITTER. 


He Won’t Go to Chicago Because Free 
Coinage Will Rule. 
Baltimore, June 26.—Senator Gorman will 
positively not go to Chicago for the na- 
tional convention. He does not think that 
there is any chance at this late hour to 
stem the free silver tide, but velieves tnat 
free silver candidat2s will be nominated. 
Asked whom he thought the democrats 
would nominate, he replied. 

“It looks like Boies.”’ 


As soon as the senator made Known his 


final decision, Chairman Talbot, of the 
democratic state committee, designated ex- 
State Treasurer Spencer C. Jones tu serve 
as delegate at large in the place of Charles 
C. Homer, who declined to serve. The 
place had been held open for Gormon for 
some days. 


NORTH CAROLINA’S DELEGATES 


Favor the Nomination of Boies and 
Bryan. 

Raleigh, N. C., June 26.—(Special.)—The 
democratic state convention ended at 4:30 
o’clock this morning, its closing work be- 
ing the election of John R. Webster, T. 
J. Jarivs, E. J. Hale and A, M. Waddell 
delegates at large. 

It is saidd Jarvis will be chairman of 
the North Carolina delegation to Chicago. 
Sentiment among the delegates has not 
crystallized as to presidential preferences, 
but Boies and Bryan are both in great 
favor, it is asserted. Boies’s name was the 
only one mentioned during the convention. 

The democrats express unbounded delight 
at the nominations by the convention and 


the tone of the party is clearer, more en- 


thusiastic and more hopeful than in three 
years past. 

It is no secret that had the convention 
adjourned without nominating a _ ticket 
the populists would have immediately held 
a convention, nominated a ticket with a 
populist for governor, put several demo- 
crats upon it and then said to the demo- 
crats: ‘‘Now let us see if you really mean 
what you say:”’ 

Otho Wilson, popuiist leader ‘here, said 
today that the fight will be between Wat- 
son, the democratic nominee, and Guthrie; 
that the latter will certainly be the popu- 
list nominee and that he will beat Watson 
50,000 votes. He leaves Russell, the republi- 
can nominee, out of the calculation, but 
said he would rather vote for him than 
for Watson. | 

There are many persons who predict a 
populist-republican fusion. 

The democratic state committee, which 
was elected yesterday, met today and elect- 
ed James H. Pou temporary chairman, It 
was the general desire to re-elect him per- 
manent chairman, but he thought it was 
best to wait until the committee met and 
conferred with the nominees. The number 
of the central committee was ordered re- 
duced from 20 to 9. That committee is not 
yet elected. 

It is evident to all that this year’s cam- 
paign will be a desperate one.’ One of the 
last pieces of work of the state conven- 
tion was the indorsement of Walter Clark 
as candidate for vice president. He re- 
gards his prospects as encouraging for 
that nomination. The indorsement was by 
acclamation and a rising vote. 

The delegates go to Chicago without in- 
structions as to presidential preferences, 
but are instructed to vote as a unit un- 
flinchingly, and at all hazards, for the 
restoration of silver. 

The state ticket nominated is Cyrus B. 
Watson, for governor: Thomas 'M. Mason, 
for lieutenant governor; Charles M. Cook, 
for secretary of state; Robert Mt Fur. 
man, for auditor; Benjamin F. Ay- 
cock, for treasurer; Frank I. Osborn, for 
attorney general; John C. Scarborough, 
for superintendent of public instruction; 

C. Avery and George H. Brown, for 
justices of the supreme court. 


SHIPPING GOLD IN COIN. 


A Conference To Avoid It and To Sub- 


stitute Gold Bars. 

New York, June 26.—Conrad N. Jordan, 
the assistant United States treasurer, in- 
vited representatives of several foreign ex- 
change houses to a conference with him 
at the subtreasury this afternoon. 

The recent large shipments of gold to 
Germany have been in coin and Mr. Jor- 
dan wanted to find out what was necessa- 
ry to do to have them made into gold bars, 
so as to save the expense of minting. It 
was suggested that a reduction in the pre- 
muium charged by the government for bars 
from % to 1-15 of 1 per cent might have the 
desired result. Mr. Jordan said he would 
conmfmunicate with the treasury department. 


STARTED AMONG RIBBONS. 


A Fire in Point Pleasant Causes a 
Loss of $100,000.

ber shop, all of which were totally con- 
sumed. Loss $100,000; insurance small.

Morse Sold His Vote to the Gold 
Standard Men 


AND CHANGED THE RESULT 


Defeating Instructions for Silver Be- 


ing Given to Florida Delegates. 


HIS NEIGHBORS DQ NOT SPEAK TO HIM

And Morse May Get a Coat of Tar and 
Feathers—How He Broke Up 
a Church Meeting. 


Dade City, Fla., June 26.—Malcom Morse, 
a delegate from this county to the recent 
state democratic convention, ‘has not only 
been ostracized, but is threatened with tar 
and feathers, because he violated the in- 
structions of his constituents. 

The delegates from this county were in- 
structed for silver, the instructions being 
given by the county convention on Morse’s 
motion. At Ocala the fight between gold 
and silver was very close, and Morse’s con- 


ferences with the gold leader caused sus- | 


picion. 

When the vote on the silver plank came 
it stood 173 for and 172 against. The gold 
leader was near Morsé and gave the latter 
a significant look. Then Morse changed to 
the negative, causing a tie, and defeating 
silver. : 

The news of Morsé’s conduct caused a 
storm in this county, and avhen he returned 
he was greeted with shouts of ‘‘traitor.’’ 
He has been completely ostracized, his 
neighbors refusing to speak to him. His ar- 
rival at a religious meeting Wednesday 
night was the signal for nearly every one 
to leave. 

The local paper has branded Morse as a 
traitor and greatly increased public indig- 
nation. Morse has been advised to leave 
until the feeling subsides. Editor Farmer 
says in his paper: ‘ 

‘Malcolm Morse returns to his county 
with the brand of traitor. His delegation 
was instructed to vote for silver, but re- 
fusing to obey his people, his vote made 
the tie which defeated the silver resolu- 
tions. Fingers of scorn were pointed at 
him and cries of ‘traitor’ arose from indig- 
nant throats, but the object of it all re- 
mained silent. This is the victory the gold- 
bugs won, and this is the way they won it. 
May fiends and devils haunt through time 
and eternity the traitor Morse.”’ 


THINKS HE HAS CHARLEY. 


A Negro Deputy Captures the Man He 
Has Been Pursuing. 

Columbia, S. C., June 26.—(Special.)—In 
this city this afternoon Charley Robertson, 
or rather a negro supposed te be Charley 
Robertson, but denies that this is his 
name, charged with the crime of murder, 
was arrested by Police Officer Hall at the 
instance of a negro deputy for the sheriff 
of Barnwell, who has been trailing Robert- 
son for five months. Robertson is wanted 
for the foul crime committed at Allendale, 
Zarnwell county, on May 1, 1895, which 
was heralded throughout the country. 
Miss Carrie Lawrence, an aged maiden 
lady who lived alone on her farm, near 
Allendale, was found ore morning cold in 
death with her head_beat into a jelly and 
otherwise mutilated. The evidences of an 
assault before death ensued were patent. 
The sum of $3,000, that the old lady had 
secreted in her house, was gone. Robert- 
son was the man of all work about the 
place. He could not be found and nothing 
was heard of him until this afternoon. A 
reward of $500 will be paid for his capture 
if he proves to be the right man, He de- 
nies his identity. The negro who trailed 
him down says he knew him well and is 
certain he has. the right man. The people 
of Barnwell were fearfully incensed at 
the time of the murder and for days 
searched for Robertson with bloodhounds. 
Had he been caught a limb would have 
served as his parachute to another world. 
The sheriff of Barnwell county has been 
notified of the capture. 


THE N. AND W. TO BE SOLD. 
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Judge Goff Entered a Decree Yester- 
day Ordering the Sale. 
Norfolk, Va., June 26.—Hon. Nathan Goff, 
judge of the United States circuit court, 
today entered a decree ordering the sale 

of the Norfolk and Western railroad, 

He appointed George E. Bowden and 
Charles Sharp, both of Norfolk, as special 
masters to sell the road, on a day or days 
to be fixed by them. 

The sale will take place at the depct of 
the railroad company in, Norfolk. The low- 
est bid must not be less than $3,000,000, and 
no bid can be received without a deposit 
in cash or certified check of $100,000 or 
$300,000 par value of bonds, and the success- 
ful bidder must deposit at once $250,000 in 
cash or check, or $750,000 in bonds. 

The decree declares the company wholly 
insolvent, and the foreclosure is ordered 
because of default in the payment of inter- 
est on what is known as the 100-year roort- 
gage, which is of date October 29, 1889. 
This mortgage was for the issue of bonds 
to the amount of $16,190,000, under which 
the decree states there is a present in- 
debtedness—principal, the coupons and in- 
terest—agegregating $17,528,728.20. The decree 
states that the said 100-year mortgage is a 
valid and subsisting lien on all the property 
of the road and its branches, including 
rolling stock, floating property, shops, sta- 
tions, lands, piers, warehouses, elevators, 
etc. The lien of said 100-year mortgage is 


subject, however, to certain other mort- 


gages. 

The style of the suit under which this 
decree is rendered is “The Fidelity Insur- 
ance, Trust‘and Safe Deposit Company and 
the Mercantile Company, complainants, vs. 
the Norfolk and Western Railroad Com- 
pany, defendants.”’ 

Ten days are allowed in which to make 
payment and avoid the sale, which when 
made must be at auction, and of the road 
as an entirety. 


THE CASHIER SPECULATED. 


This Caused the Wrecking of the 
Watertown Bank. 


Nashville, Tenn, svune 2%.—Invéstigation 
of the condition of the bank at Watertown, 
Wilson county, shows that it has been al- 
most completely wrecked by speculations 
of the cashier. The liabilities of the bank 
are: Deposits, $21,000; capital stock, $5,000; 
borrowed money, $6,000, and rediscounted 
paper, $7,000—total $39,000. 

The assets are hardly sufficient to pay 10 
cents on the dollar. The cashier, W. C. 
Hale, has been speculating through Chi- 
cago parties, and even after the bank was 
closed he drew $3.000 in cash and sent it 
after the other. This money, however, has 
been attached in Chicago, and may be re- 
covered. The cashier covered up his short- 
age by means of false entries. He is also 
charged with forging two notes. one for 
$6,000 and the other for $1,200, which were 
discounted.-.in Nashville,. He. is - Chatged | 


with forging transfers of stock, which he 
put up as collateral. The discovery of 
Hale’s misdeeds caused his flight, but a 
reward of $100 was offered for his capture, 
and ‘he was arrested at Cookeville and re- 
turned to Watertown, charged with em- 
bezzlement and false entries and the charge 
of forgery will also be preferred. 


COLONEL NUNEZ RELEASED, 


But Another Warrant Will Be Sworn 
Out Against Him. 


Jacksonville, Fla., June 26.—The case of 
the United States agairst Colonel Emilio 
Nunez, the Cuban patriot, charged with 
aiding in fitting out the expedition which 
is alleged to have left this port on April 27th 
for Cuba, came to an abrupt end today by 
the United States attorney asking for the 
dismissal of the accused. 

Colonel Nunez and his counsel, Horatio 
Rubens, of New York, insisted on a hear- 
ing or a dismissal of the case. The govern- 
ment witnesses were not present, owing 
to having been detained in Philadelphia to 
testify in the case against John Db. Hart 
and Captain Reilly in connection with the 
same affair.United States Attorney Frank 
Clark asked for a continuance until after 
the hearing of the case against Munez and 
Hart in New York on Monday, but as Nu- 
nez nas be2n under arrest here since last 
Saturday and the’ case has been continued 
from day to day, at the request of the 
government, Commissioner Eagan refused 
to grant any further continuance. The gov- 
ernment could not proceed without the 
presence of the witnesses and asked that 
the case be dismissed, but gave notice 
that another warrant would be issued for 
the arrest of Nunez after the case in New 
York is disposed of. Colonel Nunez and his 
attorney will leave for New York tomorrow 
morning. 


A SMALL BOY 
PLAYED WITH POWDER. 


POWDER WENT OFF—THE BOY

Chattanooga, Tenn., June 26.—A_ terrific 
explosion of blasting powder at Petros, 
Tenn., a railway station for state convict 
mines at Brushy mountain, yesterday af- 
ternoon, demolished the general store and 
hotel kept by Sam Joyner. Several kegs 
of powder, which were stored in the build- 
ing, were evidently ignited by Willie Joy- 
ner, the little son of the proprietor, who 
was burned to death. A stranger named 
Maiden was killed and a number of per- 
sons in the building were seriously injured. 
Mrs. Eliza Schubert, manager cof the hotel, 
Was perhaps fatally hurt. A relief train, 
with physicians, wag dispatched to the 
scene of the accident ‘from Harriman.

Kirkwood is a tishe*man, and lived in a 
houseboat on the rive" A few nights ago 
he made a trip to Chattanooga with a boat- 
load of fish, leaving .his wife and children 
at home. He returned this morning to the 
spot where his boat had been moored, but 
it was gone. Investigation revealed the 
fact that it had gone to the bottom, and all 
on board were lost. The boat must have 
gone down while the inmates slept, as 
when fcund the infants were clasped in 
their mother’s arms.

And Now a Jury Is To Decide Whether 
He Shall Pay the Penalty or Not. 

Philadelphia, June 26.—The case of the 
actor, Gentry, cn trial for the murder of 
the actress, Miss Drysdale,. or Madge 
Yorke, as she was known, on the stage, 
was given to the jury at 9:40 o’clock to- 
night. 

The court will sit until 11:20 o’clock to- 
night to receive ‘he verdict, if any is 
rendered. The killing was clearly proven. 
Lawyer Charles Brooke, of New York, for 
the defense, set up intoxication solely as 
paliiation of the offense. Breoke is the 
same who conducted the defense of Mrs. 
Fleming,. acquitted in New York of the 
charge of murdering her mother by poison. 


THAT OTHER MAN CAME 


And Williamson Ran to the Woods 
When He Saw Him. 
Tullahoma, Tenn., June 26.—(Special.)— 
Six weeks ago a man giving the name of 
J. Williams came here with a woman he 
claimed as his wife, and they have since 
been running the St. James hotel. They 
have attracted but little attention until 
yesterday, when Mr. W. Worthy, of Chi- 
cago, arrived here and went to the St. 

James. 

Williams saw him coming and made a 
bee line for the woods. He is still in: hid- 
ing waiting for Worthy to leave and it de- 
velops that Williams’s name is Williamson 
and that he has a wife and daughter in 
Chicago, while the woman he has been Iiv- 
ing with here is Mrs. Worthy and has two 
children in Chicago, Worthy says he sim- 
ply came here to get his wife to sign some 
papers. 


ELSIE KREGLO AVENGED. 


Ford, the Negro Who Murdered the 
Girl, Has Been Hung. 

Washington, June26.—Irwin Ford, the 
negro who murdered Elsie Kreglo, a white 
girl, May 4th, last, in the suburbs of this 
city, near the national zoological park, was 
hanged at 11:35 o’clock this morning. Five 
minutes after the drop fell, the brutal 
murderer was dead. But few. spectators 
were admitted, and there were no incidents 
of a sensational charager. 


TRUSS TAKES A DROP, 


Elkton, Md., Has a Hanging Six 
Months After the Murder. 
Elkton, Md., June 26.—James H. Truss 
was hanged in the jailyard here at 12:44 
today for the murder, on January 2d, of 
Captain Theyzas Camp, of Goshen, N. J.

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YELLOW FEVER — 
RAGING IN CUBA 


And the Reports from the Island Are 
-. Alarming. 


HAVANA IS — THREATENED 


With an Epidemic in a Very Short 


Time, 


SURGEON GENERAL WYMAN WATCHFUL 


To Prevent the Introduction of the 
Fever in the United States. 
Strict Orders. 


Washington, June 26.—The most alarming 
report from Cuba with respect to yellow 
fever comes from Sagua la Grande, where, 
the marine hospital service is advised by 
its last report, there are forty-one cases 
and four deaths. It 4s expected that within 
a very short time the fever will become 
epidemic, end if it does not become virulent 
in the city of Havana, all previous experi- 
ences will be set aside. The department 
has, however, received no advices to the 
effect that cholera has appeared anywhere 
on the island. ~ 


The present war and its relation to the’ 


sanitary condition of Cuba is referred to 
in the last annual report of Surgeon Gen- 
eral Wyman and the statements there made 
will represent the conditions of this sum- 
mer, only in a more aggravated form. On 
this subject General Wyman then said 
that the insurrection had interfered to a 
great extent to a transmission of exact 
information of the disturbed provinces, and 
the normal condition of health in the island 
had been largely modified by the presence 
of a great body of non-immune Spanish 
soldiers. These persons have taken the 
disease and added to the natural number 
of cases annually prevalent in that island, 
the difficulties experienced last summer 
will be met with agaim this year. Accu- 
rate knowledge as to the number of troops 
stricken with this disease is denied by the 
Spanish government. The reports from Ha- 
vana last year showed a total of 1,593 cases 
and a mortality of 30 per cent. 

This summer special precautions will be 
taken to prevent the introduction from 
Cuba into the United States of yellow fe- 
ver. Each of the four revenue cutters 
patrolling the Florida coast carries sani- 
tary inspectors to intercept fishing smacks 
and other vessels coming direct from Cuba 
with no intent to enter legally any port of 
entry, and also for the purpose of inter- 
cepting any returning filibustering expedi- 
tion or refugees seeking to land surrepti- 
tiously. Samitary imspectors either have 
been or will be sent to .every seaport of 
Cuba to report to the marine hospital ser- 
vice of the prevalence of yellow fever. 


REILLY EN ROUTE TO FLORIDA. 


One of the Alleged Filibusters Goes to 
Jacksonville for Trial. . 

Philadelphia, June 26.—John D. Hart and 
Captain Reilly, of the Bermuda, were be- 
fore Judge Butler in the United States dis- 
trict court this afternoon upon writs of 
habeas corpus. 

Counsel for the defendants obtained the 
writs for their clients after the hearing 
before United States Commissioner Craig. 
District Attorney Beck asked, that Reilly 
be committed, but that Hart be permitted 
to go on his own recognizance. This was 
refused. Tre district attorney then asked 
that Hart be allowed to go with the under- 
standing that he would appear at the final 
hearing before the commissioner on July 
10th. A consultation followed between the 
respective attorneys, the outcome of which 
was that Commissioner Craig was asked 
to announce his finding so far as Captain 
Reilly was concerned and to withhold his 
decision until July 10th as regards Mr. 
Hart. The commissioner stated that his 
finding as to Captain Reilly was that the 
defendant should enter $1,500 bail for his 
appearance at Jacksonville. District At- 
torney Beck applied for a warrant of re- 
moval to take Reilly to Jacksonv lle and 
the judge directed that the papers be made 
out. Captain Reilly will start tonight for 
Florida in the custody of a deputy mar- 
shal.

EXCITEMENT AT MOBILE. 


A CROWD OF NEGROES ATTEMPT 
TO LYNCH A WHITE BOY. 


Police Disperse the Mob at the Point 
of Rifles—The Cause of the 
Difficulty. 


Mobile, Ala., June 26.—(Special.)—Excite- 
ment was caused in this city tonight by 
the report that a large body of colored 
men had attempted to lynch a white boy 
just inside the narthwestern city limit. 

A telesw:u- message was received at 
the central station about‘9 o’clock from 
the florist establishment of W. H. Minge, 
LaFayette street and Davis avenue, in a 
thickly populated colored district, calling 
for police protection from threatened ne- 
gro violence. 

Chief of Police Burke, Lieutenant Ron- 
deau and a posse of officers left for the 
scene in patrol wagons, armed to the 
teeth, carrying, besides ordinary revolvers, 
magazine rifles used only in such cases or 
in riota Newspaper correspondents ac- 
companied them and on arriving at the 
place indicated in the message, about a 
mile distant from the station, found a 
house surrounded by a crowd of nearly 100 
infuriated negroes. 

The negroes were commanded to dis- 
perse at the point of rifles and complied, 
muttering threats of vengeance. 

Inquiry went to show that a young 
nephew of Miss Maria iMnge was bathing 
in a creek close to his home, when some 


colored boys threw brickbats at him. He 
retaliated and was stabbed in the left arm 
and would have been killed but for the 
service of a colored man who knew him 
and carried him home in a boat. 

On reaching home he procured a double- 
barreled shotgun and went back to the 
scene of the first assault, where he saw 
two of his assailants making off through a 
swamp. ' 

He fired both barrels, 
either. 

The report. was then circulated through 
the colored community-that he tiad killed 
both and a crowd soon assembied outside 
of his home. They demanded that he be 
given up to them to meet summary justice 
and flourished guns and other implements 
in their frenzy. An attempt was made to 
bombard the house with pricks and large 
pieces of stone, but the police arrived in 
time to prevent bodily harm being sustain- 
ed by the inmates. 

When the officers drove up at a gallop 
couriers had already been dispatched to 
raise the entire’ negro population and one 
man had departed to procure a rope. Chief 
Burke left a strong mounted guard armed 
with magazine rifles at the house and 
scoured the district with the remainder of 
his small but effective force in order to 
capture the ringleaders. 

No arrests have as yet been made, but 
the movement was nipped in the bud by 
the presence of the police armed with 
deadly weapons which negroes have every 
cause to fear, as each rifle holds seven 
charges and through the spreading nature 
of the small shot with which each cart- 
ridge is loaded is tegribly destructive at 
short range. @ 

After breaking up all the gangs of negro 
men and boys assembled at convenient 
distances from the beleaguered residence 
and allaying, to a great extent, the fears 
of the white residents in the neighbor- 
hood, the police returned to the city, but 
a strong force of picked men are in readi- 
ness at the station to respond immediately 
to any. call which may come in from the 
mounted men who have been left on guard. 

The sensation created by the incident 
and the indignation of the white citizens 
of the city who are aware of it can only 
be appreciated by those who live in com- 
munities constantly on the alert for such 
occasions.

ment in trade. At Chicago there is a more 
hopeful sentiment, but no increase in busi- 
ness. A canvass of leading jobbers at im- 
“portant cities shows no expectation of a 
revival in general trade until after elec- 
tion, and at some points no real improve- 
ment is expected until next year. There 
are 218 business failures reported through- 
out the United States this week, a4 striking 
decrease as compared with a week ago, 
when the total was 265. One year ago the 
week's total was 115.

He Withdraws from the Race for Con 


gress and Says Why. 


A CARD IN HIS HOME PAPER 


Which Has Attracted a Good Deal of 
Comment Throughout the Dis- 
trict—How It Is Viewed. 


Union Point, Ga., June 26.—(Special.)—The 
announcement that Judge Thomas G. Law- 
son is out of the race for congress creates 
no surprise; he has been:out of it so thor- 
oughly that today’s statement from him 
to that effect seems superfluous. But Judge 
Lawson has issued such a statement, and 
it ig attracting a good deal of comment, 

The statement comes in the shape of a 
letter written to his home paper—The Eat- 
onton Messenger—several days ago.

It will be noticed that Judge Lawson does 
not retire very gracefully. In _ his letter 
there is no pledge to stand by the nominee 
and no word of counsel to his supporters 
to do so. Instead, there is simply an ef- 
fort to make it appear that Putnam is a 
gold standard county, which Judge Lawson 
knows is not a fact.

A GREAT CONVENTION HAS BEEN 
CAPTURED FOR THIS CITY. 


The Atlanta Committee in Boston Gets 
the Big Gathering of Sunday. 
School Workers. 


Yesterday’s paper told how Atlanta had 
captured one of the biggest conventions 
that will be held in 1899—the convention of 
the International Sunday School Associa- 
tion. 

To this meeting every state in the union 
sends more than 100 delegates and the 


visitors who are not delegates number up | 


into the thousands. 

The last meeting of the association was 
held in Boston this week, adjourning 
Thursday, and at this meeting it was de- 
cided to hold the next one in the Gate 


City of the South. 

The delegates to the convention from At- 
lanta and Georgia went there for the pur- 
pose of having the convention meet here 
in 1899, and well did they succeed. It was 
mainly through the influence of Mr. Asa 
G. Candler, John M. Green and W. T. 
Witham that they were able to have At- 
lanta selected as the place of meeting. 
These delegates carried with them an in- 
vitation from the city of Atlanta signed 
by the mayor and aldermen asking the 
convention to meet here and assuring 
them that they would be well taken care 


of. 

The delegates from Atlanta, with the 
hearty co-operation of all the delegates 
from Georgia and other southern states, 
worked hard for Atlanta, and when the 
president of the association put the ques- 
tion of meeting here to the convention 
there was not a single voice in the nega- 
tive. 

The conventions are always attended by 
a large number of people and it is pre- 
dicted that more people will attend the 
one that is to be held here than ever at- 
tended one before. The reason for this is 
that so few of the people in the north and 
east have seen the south and its greatest 
city, Atlanta, that they will jump at the 
opportunity of visiting the glorious land. 
Atlanta will do her part and will entertain 
the visitors in a style seldom seen any- 
where but in the south. Quite an honor 
was conferred on Atlanta in the fact that 
she was selected out of so many other 
larger cities to be the meeting place. This 
shows that her reputation as the greatest 
of all southern cities has gone before her. 

The International Sunday School meets 
every three years and elects a committee 
to arrange the Sunday school lesson pam- 
phlets which are used by all the Sunday 
schools of the different churches that be- 
long to the association. Every church in 
the country, with the exception of the 
Episcopal church, is a member of the as- 
sociation. 

Delegates are sent from every city and 
each state is thereby represented by over 
100 persons besides the vistors who are not 
delegates. 

The association is a large organization 
and has its representatives in all parts 
of the United States. The fact that it 
meets only every three years makes dele- 
gates anxious to be present and the meet- 
ings are always full of interest. The con- 
vention is not a pleasure affair by any 
imeams. Only business transactions are 
entered into and are speedily disposed of. 

The Sunday schools of Atlanta are proud 
of the fact that they were able to cap- 
ture the cenvention and will make great 
preparations to take care of the delegates 
who attend. It is intended to make the 
meeting, which takes, place on the eve of 
the nineteenth century, one of the largest 
in the history of the association, and for 
this reason they have chosen the best city 
in the United States for that purpose. 

One problem which will present itself to 
the Sunday schools’‘here is, where will 
the meeting be held? The Moody taber- 
nacle is the only pl in Atlanta where a 
large meeting can take place with any 
degree of comfort €o0'the participants and 
it will not be large enough to accommodate 
the large crowds that will.surely attend 
the convention. It is supposed that a large 
building will be erected especially for the 
purpose of holding the last meeting of +he 
century in. Nothing definite, however, has 
been said about the matter, and as there is 
plenty of time, a place will no doubt be 
provided.

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‘AQUESTION OF BREAD 


Bakers Want Council to Ordain the 
Number of Ounces in a Loaf. 


WHAT SHALL A LOAF WEIGH? 


Some Bakers Are Giving Nine Ounces, 
Others Six, and the Latter Is 
Losing Trade. 


What shall be the weight of a loaf of 
bread in Atlanta? 

That is a question the city council will 
be asked to determine at its next meeting. 

The bakers of the «ity will send a peti- 
tion to the council asking that a certain 
number of ounces be declared the exact 
weight of all legalized loaves of bread on 
and after the passage of an ordinance to 


that effect. 

No matter what the size of any loaf, or 
how thick and thin it may be, the question 
will be, what does it weigh? Bakers who 
fail to put in the substance which will 
make the number of ounces required in 
each loaf will be subject to a term in the 
institution east of the city known as the 
city stockade. That is, if the ordinance 
is adopted, violated and enforced. 

This loaf of bread question may appear 
to be one of small importance to the 
average citizen. But from time away back 
the bread question has been foremost in 
the minds of many men. Here the ques- 
tion is the nightmare of the bakers, the 
all important issue, notwithstanding the 
silver situation. What the Atlanta bakers 
want is uniformity of weight. Instead of 
sixteen ounces to one loaf of bread they 
want a loaf which will be the standard 
and of uniform weight, whether or not it 
tips the scales at one ounce or at sixteen 
ounces. 

And the council will be asked to say 
just how many ounces properly make up a 
good, symmetrical, tender loaf of bread. 
It seems that some of the bakers have 
been making bread which weighs nine 
ounces to the loaf. Others have been 
turning out a product of the oven of just 
the same size as the nine-ounce loaf which 
only weighs six ounces. The last baker 
of course profits by three ofinces of bread 
substance in each loaf he turns out. When 
hundreds of loaves ere made a day the six- 
ounce man has saved a good round sum 
of money, or bread stuff, as you like it, 
and he can, of course, afford to sell his 
bread cheaper than the honest nine-ounce 
man, 

Some of the bakers have recently lost 
trade by the discovery on the part of 
their cistomers that their bread weighed 
Only six ounces, while for the same price 
they could buy nine-ounce loaves from 
other bakers. The artful bread maker can 
design a loaf of bread which will weigh 
only six ounces and still be the same size 
as one which will show an avoirdupois of 
nine ounces, How it is done is a mystery 
known only to bakers, but it is done, that 
is certain. No wonder then that there 
is strife and @iscontent in the bread 
circles of the city. 

The indiscriminate weight of loaves of 
bread made at ali of the different bakeries 
of the city recently caused trouble among 
the bakers and they got together with the 
view of agreeing upon a standard in 
weight and fineness, but some hitch arose 
and the loaves, like the fishes, still differ, 
in weight. Now the bakers think that if 
they all sign a paper asking the council to 
establish the loaf weight and provide a 
penalty for violation of the rule the bakers 
will abide the law and do business upon 
equal terms. The petition has been signed 
by nearly every baker in the city and it 
will give the councilmen a new problem to 
solve, one unique in»dts nature and full 
of doubtful and scientific questions in. the 
art of bread making. 


THE TIE-UP IS TIGHT. 


PLUMBERS SUCCEED IN STOPPING 
ALL WORK. 


Mr. C. W. Hunnicutt Talks About the 
Situation—The End Not Yet 
in Sight. 


There was no material change in the 
sittetion of the plumbers’ strike yester- 
dey. Just as forecasted in The Constitu- 
tion yesterday, all of the men employed 
by the Hunnicutt & Bellingrath Company 
declined to go to work, and there was a 
complete tie-up in the plumbing business 


of the city. 

All of the plumbers in the city except 
those employed by the firm named went out 
on a strike Thursday morning, and it only 
remained for the Hunnicutt men to com- 
piete the tie-up, which they did. So far 
as could be iearned, all of the fifty or 
sixty plumbers and steam fitters affected by 
the strike order rested yesterday, spending 
the day in conference on the streets and at 
their meeting hall. 

As yet, the master or employing plumbers 
have taken no action looking to a settle- 
ment of the strike. That is, they say that 
no meeting has been called. The masters 
have talked over the situation among them- 
selves, and it may be that thev are looking 
toward some means by which a final de- 
termination will be reached. Whether or 
not the employers will decide to fight the 
strikers to the end, and refuse to accede to 
the demands of their employes, cannot yet 
be foretold. Some of the bosses favor the 
importation of plumbers from other cities, 
and others want to grant the demand of 
their workmen. 

There is no excitement being occasioned 
by the strike. The strikers are remaining 
away from the shops, and appear to be 
waiting on time and action at the hands 
of their employers. They feel confident of 
victory, but are making no extravagant 
claims. The strike is.a very peaceable one, 
and no trouble is anticipated. 


Gave Them No Notice. 
Mr. C. W. Hunnicutt said yesterday that 


he was surprised at the action of his men 
in striking without giving him notice. He 
said that he had not been advised of any 
dissatisfaction on the part of his men, 
and that they had not asked him to raise 
their wages. He thinks that the strike was 
engineered by men who are out of work, or 
had but little interest at stake. He said that 
his men had not advocated the strike in 
the local union of plumbers, and for that 
reason they did not strike the first day. 

Mr. Hunnicutt employs about twenty 
men, who refused to go to work yesterday. 
He was not at all uneasy about the situa- 
tion, he said, although his firm has con- 
tracts to do plumbing work in a number of 
large buildings now going up. He said that 
the work being done by his firm was in 
such condition that haste was not neces- 
sary, and that plenty of time would be 
given for the completion of the work. 
When asked what would be the result of 
a decision on the part of a majority of 
the master plumbers to pay the scale of 
wages demanded, Mr. Hunnicutt said that 
it would govern the minority. 


A Majority Will Rule. 


Therefore, if the journe¢ymen plumbers 
can secure the consent of a majority of the 
masters to agree to pay the scale, they will 
‘come out voctorious. 

Mr. Hunnicutt denies that he is paying 
lower wages than other plumbers, as claim- 
ed by the strikers, and says that his men 
are even better paid than other shops. 

It is krown that. some of the master 

lumbers faver a settlement of the trouble 
ay acceding to the demands of their em- 
/ployes, and it may be that some settlement 
‘of the dispute will be reached soon.

'Gilmore’s Confession Places Taylor in 


an Awkward Position. 

Wadley, Ga., June 26.—(Special.)—The 

trial of W. E. Taylor, of this place, who 
was arrested on last Monday charged with 
arson in the burning of the storehouse of 
Evans & Donovan on the night of March 
Mth last. The preliminary trial lasted two 
days. The principal witness for the state 
was Jeff Gilmore, who had recently been 
committed upon a similar charge, on whose 
testimony, if corroborated by several other 
witnesses, made a very strong case for 
the state. Gilmore in his confession show- 
ed that he had been hired by Mr. Taylor to 
assist Talyor and two colored men—George 
Temple and Al Hardwick—to do the burn- 
ing. Gilmore claims that Taylor was to 
give him $500 to assist the other negroes 
in burning the building, but that he only 
kept watch while the others did the burn- 
ing. 
This confession was in some respects cor- 
roborated. Taken all together this placed 
Mr. Taylor in a very awkward position, if 
true. As-he was unable to satisfactorily ac- 
count*to the court for his whereabouts at 
all times on the night of the fire, and una- 
ble to satisfy the minds of the court of the 
conspiracy which he claimed had been 
made against him, after two days’ in- 
vestigation the court committed him to an- 
sewer for the crime, and he was taken to 
Louisville, where he applied to Judge Gam- 
brell and was permitted to give bail. 

Great excitement prevailed during the 
entire trial and deep sympathy is felt for 


his wife, who took the commitment very 


hard. Mr. Taylor’s friends hope that he 
will be able upon his final trial to Satisfy 
the court and country of his innocence. 
George Temple, one of the parties charged 
with Taylor, waived commitment and was 
carried to jail.

HIGHWAYMEN NEAR AUGUSTA. 


Wheelmen Held Up by Negroes—A 
Plucky Young Man. 


Augusta, Ga., June 25.—Highwaymen are 
getting thick on the magnificent turnpikes 
leading into Augusta which are so much 
frequented at all times, day and night, 
by men and women riders. In two days, 
now, young men have been attacked for the 
purpose of robbery by unknown despera- 
does. The second occurrence was Tuesday 
night, on the Savannah road, near the 
second bridge. Mr. Henry Godin, son of a 
well-known jeweler, J. Godin, who resides 
over the jewelry store, at 932 Broad street, 
was attacked, but managed to repulse his 
assailant after shooting him twice. 

The second bridge is about nine miles from 
the city and a favorite run for cyclists, 
the road the entire distance being as 
Smooth and hard as asphalt. Mr. Godin 
left home about 8 o’clock Wednesday night 
unaccompanied, and made the run, riding 
slowly, in a little over an hour. He sat 
down on the bank of the stream over 
which the bridge is built and was smoking, 
when he heard carriage wheels coming in 
the direction from.Augusta. He raised up 
to see who it was, when he heard voices, 
evidently negroes. One of them said: ‘‘Go 
on, ne is by himself.’’ And then the con- 
versation was mumbled. 8 

About fifty feet from him the carriage 
stopped, and one of its occupants, a big 
negro with an immense club, got out and 
Started toward the young man. Mr Godin 
rose to his feet at the approach and tne 
negro called to him, ‘“‘You ——, don’t you 
make a move.”’ As the negro continued to 
advance with the club drawn, young Godin 
pulled his revolver and fired. The negro 
staggered a little but cont.nued to advance. 
In the meantime the carriage had approach- 
ed, and in it were two other negroes, both 
of whom were é@ursing loudly. The first 
jegro stopped, and one in the carriage made 
a& move as if to alight. 

At this juncture, Godin fired a second 
shot. The negro fell back against the 
wheels of the carriage, evidently badly 
wounded. The two in the carriage caught 
hold .of him and pulled him in, then they 
whipped their mule into a run, going down 
the road from Augusta. 

Godin was very much excited, and mount- 
ing his wheel rode as rapidly as possible 
into the city. He called at police head- 
quarters at 11 o’clock and reported the case 
to Lieutenant Desmond, who was on duty. 
A little after 11 o’clock a Chronicle re- 
porter called at Mr. Godin’s house and 
found that he had gone to bed. He came 
down in a few minutes, however, and re- 
peated the story as it is given above. Mr. 
Godin said that the three negroes in the 
carriage were all large and very dark. 
He had not passed them on his way out 
and did not know where they came from. 
At the tavern at the first bridge there 
were many cyclists, but none remembered 
seeing a carriage pass on the road. Most 
all of the cyclists stopped at the first bridge 
last night, and those who did go to the 
second, where the shooting occurred, went 
either before or after. 

Manhy cyclists met Godin on the road as 
he was coming in. The report, however, 
was not circulated at the tavern, because 
there were many lady riders there and the 
men did not wish to frighten them. With 
the robbery of Charles Benson, on another 
popular wheelmen’s road, Monday night, it 
would seem that all bicyclists riding out 
after dark would do well to follow Mr. 
Godin’s example and carry a_ revolver. 
There is no clew to the highwaymen.

CHIEF CONNOLLY DISCOVERES A 
PLAN TO CATCH SCORCHERS. 


No Arrests Were Made Last Night, 
but There Was Fast Riding Just 
the Same. 


Chief Connolly’s war ona the fast bicycle 
riders of the city was continued last night 
with renewed vigor. The officers were not 
anly stationed on Peachtreq@, but also 
on South Pryor street, which has become 
a rendezvous for scorchers since Peach- 
tree has been so closely guarded. 

The officers made no arrests last night. 
There were many exciting scenes, however; 
and several cyclers ran the gantlet suc- 
cessfully. The riders are evidently learn- 
ing to go slow. 

Thinks He Has Solved the Problem. 

Chief Connolly is determnined to stop the 
fast riding in the city, and has bern 
studying tor some time for the most 
feasible method to accomplish his purpose, 
He happened to hit upon a plan yester- 
day which he will prcbably put into exe- 
cution. 

A ainique contrivance called the ‘“‘bolas’’ 
will be used, which will not only step the 
rider, but wilt not injure the wheel, 

The bolap is a device used bv _ the 
Gauchos, a tribe in South America, for 
catching wild animals. It consists of a 
small piece of wood, from which numer- 
ous ropes diverge, about a yard long, w.ih 
little lead balls attached at the end. 

The offiers are tocarry these bolases anil 
when a rider files by the device will he 
thrown at the wheel. The ropes with 
their lead balls will become entangled in 


the spokes and the frame, and will, of 
course, bring the scorcher to a dead stand- 
still. 

Chief Connolly claims thaa this. will 
neither injure the machine nor hurt the 
rider. . 

Will Introduce Bicycles. 

Chief Connolly has decided to introduce 
the bicycle in the police department, and 
will ask for an appropriation for this 
purpose at the next meeting of the police 
board. The wheels will not be used solely 
for catching fast riders, but there are 
many o*her ways in which the silent 
steeds will add to the efficiency of the de- 
partrnent.

With the solitary ex- 
ception of King George III, Queen Victo- 
ria’s reign has already lasted longer than 
that of any monarch in history; and, unlike 
that of her grandfather, which was inter- 
rupted by mental affliction, rendering nec- 
essary the appointment of a regent, she 
has retained in her own hand the scepter 
from the time of her succession, on June 
20, 1837, until the present day, No sovereign 
born and reared in an epoch when popular 
rights and constitutional government were 
regarded as analogous to the anarchy and 
socialism of the present day has manifest- 
ed «a more sagacious appreciation of the 
growth of democracy throughout the world, 
or has known how to submit to the altered 
conditions created thereby without either 
loss to her personal dignity or to the pres- 
tige of the crown. A warm friend of the 
United States, the people of which cordial- 
ly reciprocate her esteem and regard, there 
are many in this country who will join the 
English in an expression of the hearty wish 
that her well-spent life may be spared for 
many years to come,

FROM BURR TO BLAINE 


Several Interesting Pages of Our Po- 
litical History Recalled by 
Recent Events. 


From The New York Ilerald. 

Presidential lightning is the most eccen- 
tric form of electric energy known to either 
science or religion. Again and again has it 
fallen upon dry places, when it might have 
found safe conduct through brilliant minds 
andl embellished and completed a shining 
mark. 

The greatest and wisest of our land have 
prepared attractions for it, but it has passed 
them by to illuminate the lowly and ob- 
scure. 

At this time, when the nation is girding 
up its loins for the twenty-eigth presiden- 
tial election, which will take place in No- 
vember, it will not be amiss to glance back- 
ward at the names of those (all dead and 
many of them forgotten) who might have 
become presidents of the republic but for 
the -interference of stubborn chance, or 
providence, or fate, or what you will. 

The men who missed the presidency were 
in most instances the men who seemed at 
the time most worthy of the honor. Clay 
and Blaine were again ahd again within 
an ace of gainirg the coveted prize. Dan- 
iel Webster, the modern Demosthenes, died 
of a broken heart because the ambition of 
his life was denied him, and yet he might 
have realized that ambition had his spirit 
been humbler ard been willing to accept 
the crown in the way the gods presented it. 

lt is an interesting study, this review of 
the causes which balked some of the coun- 
try’s heroces just as they were reaching 
out their hands to take more than a ‘‘king- 
ly crown.”’ The contemplation of these facts 
of our history may bring comfort at this 
time, when disappointment is in the air 
for more thar. one aspirant, who would 
perhaps be ashamed to confess to the can- 
ker gnawing at his heart. 

Aaron Burr Came Near It. 

Aaron Burr just missed the headship of 
the nation. He was a man of remarkably 
briiliant mental attainments, and into the 
presidential contest of 1800 he entered with 
his accustomed energy and determination. 
The republicans triumphed, but between 
the two highest candidates—Jefferson and 
Burr—there was a tie, each receiving 33 
votes, which threw the election into the 
house of representafives. 

In connection with this affair Burr was 
charged with imtriguing to defeat the pub- 
lic will and have himself chosen to the first 
office instead of Jefferson. The federalists 
resolved to defeat Jefferson at any cost, 
and so fixed upon Burr as their gole reli- 
ance in this great emergency. 

The balloting went on for seven days, 
Thirty-five ballots were taken without re- 
sult. In the balloting in the house each 
State delegation cast but one vote. The 
candidate receiving the highest number of 
votes would become president, while he 
who received the next highest number 
would be declared elected vice president. 
The federalists strove long and fervently 
with Burr, but could not obtain from him 
the pledges they desired. Jefferson was, 
therefore, elected on the thirty-sixth ballot, 
and Burr was declared elected vice presi- 
dent, having received the next highest num- 
ber of votes. 

Clinton’s Stout Fight. 

In the campaign of 1812 DeWitt Clinton 
was regarded as a promising republican 
candidate for the presidency. He had heid 
many prominent places in the govern-nent 
and fillel them all with: credit to himsel? 
and to the advantage of his couutry Dur.- 
ing his term in the United States sen::te 
he distinguished himself by a powerful 
speech opposing the war with Spain. Ite 
resigned from the senate in 1802 to take the 
office of mayor of*New York city, to which 
he had been appointed by his uncle, tnen 
governor of the state for the second tnre, 
IJe continued mayor until 1815. 

Aaron Burr’s digrace had removed one of 
his most prominent rivals,- but Clinton 
soon began to be looked upon with distrust 
by his party, on account of his want of 
sympathy with some of President Jeffer- 
son’s acts and with Madison’s course pr2- 
vious to the war of 1812. He was suspect- 
ed of a leaning toward the federalists, and 
was bitterly assailed by his enenr.es, to- 
ward whom his own course haf never been 
mild. 

The republican caucus at Washington in 
1812 renominated Madison, but Clinton, re- 
taining his hold on the party of his own 
state and relying on the support of the fed- 
eralists, secured a nomination from the 
republican members of the New York 
legislature. Clinton. made a stout fight 
and up to the very last seemed to have 
a chance of winning, because there was 
considerable dissatisfaction over the man- 
ner of Madison’s nomination. With Penn- 
sylvania on his side Clinton would have 
won, and his supporters were also sure in 
advance of the acherence of other states, 
which failed to come to time as expected. 
Thus did another statesman of the early 
days of the republic miss by a chance the 
great honor for which so nrany were striv- 
ing. 

Henry Clay’s Miss. 

Henry Clay would probably have been 
president but for the grip upon his repu- 
‘tation of the famous “bargain and cor- 
rution’’ charge which constantly re- 
peated, pursued him through the best part 
of his public life. 

The charge had its origin in the cam- 
paign of 1824, when Clay was a candidate 
for the presidency, having for competitors 
such men as John Quincy Adams, Andrew 
Jackson and William H. Crawford. No 
one of these candidates received a majori- 
ty of the electoral vote, so the election de- 
volved upon the house of representatives. 
Clay, standing fourth in the number of 
electoral votes received, was practically 
out of the race, and he used his influence 
in the house for John Quincy Adams, who 
was elected. 

The friends of Jackson and Crawford al- 
leged the existence of a corrupt under- 
standing between Adams and Clay, and 
this accusation was believed at the time 
because Adams promptly offered Cla¥ the 
portfolio of secretary of state, and Clay 
as promptly accepted it. The “bargain and 
corruption’ charge, however, was disproved 
by the well established fact that Clay, 
intmediately after the result of the presi- 
dential election in 1824 became known, had 
declared his determination to use his in- 
fluence in the hovse for Adams and against 
Jackson. The odium of the charge stuck 
to both Adams and Clay, however, as was 
shown in the next presidential contest, in 
which Jackson beat Adams. It was con- 
ceded that Adams might have beaten 
Jackson in that election but for the cling- 
ing of the “bargain and corruption” 
charges. 

Clay made another attempt for the 
presidency in 1832 as the candidate of the 
national republicans. He was disastrous- 
ly defeated in this election, receiving only 
forty-nine electoral votes. 

Clay seemed sure of the presidency, when, 
on May 1, 1844, the whig national conven- 
tion nominated him by acclamation. James 
K. Polk was the nominee of the democrats 
and the first presidential dark horse. In 
the whig national convention of 1339, which 
nominated Harrison and Tyler, Clay would 
certainly have been the choice if the unit 
rule had not been adopted. 

The annexation of Texas was the main 
question in the presidential canvass of 1844, 
Clay had already declared himself against 
annexation in the famous “Raleigh let- 
ter,”’ of April 17, 1844. There was a plank 
in the democratic platform recommending 
the annexation of Texas. In this condition 
of affairs Clay, yielding to the entreaties 
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declaration against the annexation of Tex- 
as might injure his prospects in the south, 
wrote another letter in which he said that, 
far from having any personal objection to 
the annexation of Texas, he would be ‘“‘glad 
to see it without dishonor, without war, 
with the common consent of the union 
and upon fair terms.” 

This declaration of Clay’s turned against 
him many anti-slavery mren-in the north, 
and is believed to have cost him the vote 
of the state of New York and with it the 
election. Had Clay kept the anti-slavery 
element on his side, as it was at the be- 
ginning of the canvass, he would surely 
have been president. 

Clay was defeated for the presidential 
nomination in the whig national conven- 
tion of 1848 by General Zachary Taylor. It 
has often been said that only the latter’s 
military glory gave him the nomination 
over Clay. 

Webstaer’s One Chance. 

Daniel Webster, incomparable as orator 
and defender of the constitution, never 
had but one really good chance to become 
president, and that he put aside, for the 
very good reason that it was unworthy of 
him and hig great reputation. 

The Mexican war had brought General 
Zachary Taylor into the foreground as a 
candidaté for the presidency, And some of 
the whig managers proposed to nominate 
Mr. Webster as vice president. 

Had Mr. Webster accepted second place 
on that ticket he would have become presi- 
dent of the United States on Taylor’s 
death, 

Mr. Webster indignantly refused to ac- 
cept the second place on the ticket, but Mr. 
Clay’s defeat in 1844 had made many 
whigs afraid to take him again as a can- 
didate. Mr. Webster, on the other hand, 
was thought to be entirely too independent. 

On President Taylor’s death, July 9, 
1850, Mr. Webster became President Fill- 
more’s secretary of state. An earnest at- 
tempt was made by his friends to secure 
his nomination for the presidency in 1852, 
but on the first ballot in the convention 
he received only twenty-nine votes, while 
there were 131 for General Scott and 133 
for Mr. Fillmore. The result was a great 
disappointment to Mr. Webster, who refus- 
ed to support the nomination and took no 
part in the campaign. His death fol- 
lowed soon after. on October 24, 1852. 


Cass Missed Twice. 


General Lewis Cass, who was secretary 
of war under President Jackson, was twice 
in the race for the presidency and twice 
seemed to have the coveted honor within 
his grasp. 

Cass was a strong candidate for the nomi- 
nation in the democratic national conven- 
tion, which met in Baltimore May 27, 1844. 
At that convention Van Buren was the fa- 
vorite, and for three ballots he had the 
majority, but lacked the two-thirds necessa- 
ry to nominate. 

“By the seventh ballot,” says Joseph M. 
Rogers, “his support began to go to Cass, 
who would probably have been nominated 
but for adjournment. A combination was 
effected over night and James K. Polk was 
nominated next day. But for this totally 
unprecedented move in politics either Clay 
or Cass would have been elected president, 
with chances in favor of Clay. Neither 
ever won that goal.”’ 

General Cass resigned from the United 
States senate in 1848 on his nomination as 
democratic candidate for the presidency. 
Zachary Taylor was elected, however, re- 
ceiving 163 electoral votes,.as against 127 
for Cass. 

In this contest there was a triangular 
fight and this it was that brought about 
the defeat of Cass. 

in the Herkimer democratic convention of 
October 26, 1847, the free soil banner was 
openly displaced and delegates were sent to 
the democratic national convention. Van 
Buren was nominated in 184 by a. barn- 
burner convention, held at Utica, to oppose 
the nomination of General Cass, who in 
his *“‘Nicholson letter’ had disavowed the 
*‘Wilmot proviso.’”” Van Buren’s nomination 
was reaffirmed by the free soil national con- 
vention at Buffalo in 1848. The result of 
the triangular duel between Cass, Taylor 
and Van Buren resulted in the defeat of 
the first named. Van Buren, while he did 
not get a single electoral vote, was able 
to prevent Cass from carrying New York, 
which circumstance insured the election of 
Taylor. 

Tears Floored Clayton. 

John M. Clayton, the famous jurist and 
negotiator in 1850 of the Clayton-Bulwer 
treaty, might have been president of the 
United States but for a flood of tears that 
Swept from the eyes of John Tyler in the 
convention which nominated William Hen- 
ry Harrison, who was elected president of 
the United States in 1840. 

Clay was concededly the favorite candi- 
date for the nomination and was thought to 
have a walkover. As already stated, he 
would have been nominated but for the 
adoption by the convention of the unit 
rule. When Harrison was announced John 
Tyler, of Virginia, who had been Clay’s 
Hianna throughout the preliminary fight, 
burst into tears. 

“The convention,’’ says John M. Rodgers 
in a recent article in The North American 
Review, ‘‘was desirous of placating Clay’s 
friends, and seizing on these tears as evi- 
dence of warmest personal and political 
friendship, Tyler was nominated for vice 
president. It seems likely from all reports 
that the choice would have fallen on John 
M. Clayton, of Delaware, but for those 
tears.”’ 

Harrison died soon after his inauguration 


‘and Tyler became president, an elevation 


he owed to his sensitiveness. 
Tilden Lacked One Vote. 

The causes which contributed to the loss 
of the presidency by Samuel J. Tilden are 
too fresh in the public mind to call for 
extensive recapitulation. Mr. Tilden was 
nominated by the democratic national con- 
vention which met in St. Louts in June, 
1876. Rutherford B. Hayes was the nominee 
of the republican party. 

The election was very close. The electo- 
ral vote, as finally declared, was 185 for 
Mr. Hayes and 184 for Mr. Tilden. Mr. Til- 
den had a majority of the popular vote, his 
vote being computed as 4,284,265, as against 
4,033,295 for Hayes. 

The result of the election was for a long 
time in doubt, each side claiming the vic- 
tory. Both parties claimed the states of 
Florida, Louisiana and South Carolina. 
Fraud was liberally charged. The repub- 
licans asserted that colored voters in many 
southern points. had been deprived of their 
votes by force and intimidation. The demo- 
crats, on the other hand, were just as 
stoutly convinced that their returns in the 
states mentioned above had been tampered 
with by the republican canvassing boards, 
The canvassing boards of these states de- 
clared in favor of the republican electors, 
which gave Mr. Hayes a majority of one 
vote in the electoral college. 

The democrats insisted, however, that 
they had been cheated, and other sets of 
certificates were forwarded to Washington, 
which testified to the election of the demo- 
cratic electors from those states. 

An act was finally passed by congress re- 
ferring all contested election cases to a 
commission, composed of five senators, five 
representatives and five judges of the su- 
preme court, the decision of which com- 
mission was to be final unless set aside by 
a concurrent vote of the two houses of con- 
gress. 

This commission refused to go behind the 
certificates of the governors, and on March 
2d declared Mr. Hayes duly elected presi- 
dent of the United States. He was inau- 


gurated March 5, 1877. 


No lead er in the republican party has so

For nearly 
twenty years his name was in everybody's 
mouth whenever a national convention as- 
sembléd. 

A recent writer on the subject has wise- 
ly said that Blaine would have been nom- 
inated in 1876 had not the gas been turned 
off in the convention hall. 

There jis still an unsatisfied doubt in 
many minds as to whether the “plumed 
knight’ was not actually counted out in 
1884, and there can be no two opinions as 
to the certainty of his nomination In 1888, 
but for his own declination in favor of 


Harrison. 
The election in 1884 turned upon the vote 


of the state of New York, and, as will be 
readily recalled, the staté was lost to the 
republican party by the narrow margin of 
1,047 ‘votes. This .was the nearest Mr, 
Blaine ever came to the coveted prize. 

The causes which contributed to his de- 
feat have never been arranged in the order 
of their importance,,but probably the most 
efficient of them was the famous Fifth 
Ayenue hotel speech of the Rev. Samuel 
D. Burchard, in which he made use of the 
blasting alliteration, “Rum, Romanism and 
Rebellion,’’ which characterization of the 
democrats was permitted to go unrebuked 
by Mr. Blaine. 

On the othe hand, in the memoirs of 
General Benjamin F. Butler, it is positive- 
ly asserted that thousands of votes cast for 
him in the state of New York were count- 
ed for Cleveland, and if this were so, and 
these ballots had been properly counted, 
Blaine would have unquestionably been 
elected, 

As above stated, he only missed the pres- 
idency by a fiuke in the convention of 1876. 
On the first ballot at that convention he 
received 285 votes out of a total of 754. On 
the seventh ballot his vote rose to 351, lack- 
ing only twenty-eight of a majority, but at 
this supreme moment the gas in the con- 
vention hall was turned off. 

In the convention of 1880 Blaine was 
again prominent and powerful as a candi- 
date for nomination, and on the first ballot 
received 284 votes, 

And Butler, Too. 

General Benjamin F. Butler, warrior, 
lawyer and governor of the state of Mas-* 
sachusetts, was once within a hairs 
breadth of becoming’ president, although 
he knew it not. When Lincoln was re- 
nominated for the presidency in 1864 the 
second place on .the ticket was offered to 
General Butler. He declined it. Lincoln 
and Johnson were elected by a great ma- 
jority. 

Butler was the candidate for the presi- 
dency of the greenback and anti-monopo- 
list parties in 1884, and received 133,825 vote 
He was a little far off that time, and per 
haps thought with regret of his declina- 
tion in ’64, when but one short year would 
have stood between him and the highest 
place in the nation. ‘

Whenever a2 man becomes so wise in 
his own conceit as to place himself above

This is just as it should be. When a 
man ceases to represent the people, he 
should cease to be the people's represen- 
tative. There are some men who are 
still ignorant of the fundamental prin- 
ciples upon which the government rests 
and who have yet to learn that in this 
country the people are the indisputed 
sovereigns. 

Ignorance, however, is no excuse; and 
whenever a man, in the exercise of his 
assumes that he is wiser 
than the people, he is sure to meet his 
reward. The political graveyards of the 
land are strewn with the blighted ambi- 
tions of just such men as these. They 
have dug their own graves and written 
their own epitaphs; and if they have 


a departed this life too soon, they Lave no 


one to blame but themselves. 

Chickens invariably come home to 
roost. Though trite, this saying is never- 
theless true; within the last few months 
its truth has been strikingly empha- 
sized. Quite a number of the cuckoo 
variety of statesmen, who have made 
themselves conspicuous in national af- 
fairs by sneezing every time some -‘one 
in the white house took snuff, have re- 
cently been informed by their counstit- 
uents that they might have the privi- 
lege of retiring from office after the ex- 
piration of their present terms.

The fact of the business is that the 
Hill-Whitney concoction lacks even the 
merit of originality. It couldn't be 
patented or copyrighted. It is a gag as 
old as John Sherman’s efforts to ex- 
plain the clandestine demonetization of 
silver. It was relied on to deceive the 
people at a time when the bankers, bond- 
holders, money lenders and their agents 
did not dare to announce that they were 
in favor of the single gold standard. 
The Constitution showed in 1886 that 
the talk about “international bimetal- 
lism” was intended ‘to conceal the real 
purpose of the moneyed interests, and 
Said then that if there was any real de- 
sire on the part of Europe to enter into 
an international agreement, there was 
nothing whatever in the way. We said 
then that the phrase itself, unheard of 
before Cernuschi coined it, was merely 


a mask behind which the Rothschilds 
und the big bankers were operating. 

Since that time the mask has been en- 
tirely thrown off. There is no pretense 
at the ®ast or anywhere else that “in- 
tervational bimetallism”’ is regarded as 
either possible or desirable by the men 
who thought until a few weeks ago that 
they had the American people conquered 
and at their mercy. For twenty years 
nothing has stood in the way of an “in- 
ternational monetary agreement” except 
the refusal of Europe to agree to it. 

And yet there is an “international 
monetary agreement” in full operation 
today. It is an agreement between the 
European bankers and their agents in 
this country to rob and squeeze the 
American republic, and to enslave its 
people. 

Considering these things, we are led to 

wonder how Hill and Whitney can hope 
to make any impression on the repre- 
sentatives of a robbed and an impover- 
ished people with the old gag of. “in- 
ternational bimetallism.”” It is almost 
impossible to believe under the circum- 
stances bow such a man as Whitney 
can have, what may be termed without 
offense, the gall to go before a conven- 
tion of representative democrats with 
this plea that has been discarded by 
every man of the class with which he 
sympathizes and that has long ago dis- 
gusted every honest democrat.

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A. Celebrated Trial. 

The verdict of the. jury 
brated Fleming murder trial puts an 
end to one of the most remarkable pro- 
ceedings ever Known in this country. 

Though purely a local issue, the trial 
has been one of national interest on ac- 
count of the vast sum of money ex- 
pended and the extraordinary length to 
which the proceedings have been car- 
ried. 

The cost of the trial, in which some of 
the ablest lawyers of New York have 
figured, will doubtless aggregate as much 
as $75,000. 

Of this amount at least $30,000 will 

have to be paid by the tax payers of 
New York. In view of the fruitless ef- 
forts of the prosecution to convict an 
innocent woman, it looks as if this sum 
of money had been squandered. 
Mrs. Fleming employed the finest legal 
talent in the state of New York, and 
the cost of her acquittal will be $45,000, 
or at least half the amount of her 
private fortune. 

Though prevented from criticising the 
verdict of the jury, the newspapers of 
New York have spared but little print- 
er’s ink in dealing with the shortcom- 
ings of the prosecution. Serious charges 
are brought against the prosecuting at- 
torney, and the statement is made that 
instead of attending to the duties of his 
office he employed some one else to 
work up the case while he puffed a 
cigar in one of the leading hotels and 
discussed the political issues of the cam- 
paign. 

This may or may not be true. One 
thing, however, is certain, and that is 
we need some radical change in the way 
our laws are administered. Justice in 
this country is altogether too lame-foot- 
ed. In England a case of the same mag- 
nitude as this could have been settled 
in less than a week. Comparisons of 
this kind are, of course, odious; but the 
fact remains that our courts are not 
what they should be and we must look 
somewhere for examples. 
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Over-Production or Under-Consump- 
tionP 

The scarcity of money in circulation is 
emphasized by the report which comes 
from Boston, Mass., to the effect that 
over 5,000,000 cotton spindles will be 
idle in New England during the months 
of July and August. 

As the result of this effort to curtail 
expenses during the summer months, 
hundreds of men, women and children 
who are dependent upon their meager 
earnings for support will be turned out 
of employment. 

With some of them this suspension 
will prove a very serious matter. If it 
does not mean actual starvation, it 
means at least prolonged suffering and 
privation. 

What is the cause of this failure on 
the part of these New England cotton 
mills to do a successful business? It 
can hardly be claimed that southern 
competition has produced this deplora- 
ble result. What, then, is the cause of 
this general depression which prevails 
in New England at this time? 

Taking a superficial view of the matter 
the cotton men of that section ascribe 
the failure of their mills to an over- 
production of fabrics. In accordance 
with this notion they have signed an 
agreement to discontinue the operation 
of these mills at least for the summer 
months. 

In this connection an interesting ques- 
tion presents itself. Is this depression 
which prevails among the cotton mills 
of New England due to: over-production 


editors who are practically ignorant of | 
the financial question, how can any rea-

two causes of stagnation there is a vast 
and radical difference, When the cause 
is due to over-production there is no 
demund for goods, for the simple reason 
that every one is supplied. But when 
the cause jis due to under-consumption 
there is no demand, for the equally sim- 
ple reason that people are not able to 
buy. 

This solves the problem. In times of 
great financial stress and panic people 
are compelled to deny themselves not 
only the luxuries but even the necessi- 
ties of life. They are compelled to make 
out with only a fractional part of what 
they enjoyed in days of abundance and 
prosperity. Instead of buying two or 
three hats a year they content them- 
selves with only one. Heonomy becomes 
a substitute for prodigality, and one 
dollar is made to do the work of five. 
At such times as these can it be truth- 
fully said that the failure of a business 
house or manufacturing enterprise is 
due to over-production? The use of that 
term is allowable only when the stock 
of goods produced exceeds what may be 
called the normal demand. When this 
demand is less than normal the difficul- 
ty is not over-production but under- 
const ption, 

Let us then apply this text to existing 
conditions. Suppose the question should 
be put squarely to every man in the 
United States: are you spending as 
much as usual this year or are you try- 
ing to curtail expenses? The answers 
Which this question would elicit from 
those to whom it was put would show 
that to every one man who is spending 
money right and left there are perhaps 
as many as a hundred who are forced to 
economize. If this be true, then what 
follows? The only logical conclusion is 
that the demand for goods this year is 
less than normal, and as a natural con- 
sequence the stagnation which exists is 
due to under-consumption. 

Could the proof of this statement pos- 
sibly be made clearer? If this point is 
fully covered, it only remains to be in- 
quired: what is the cause of this under- 
consumption? The simple answer to 
this question is found in the scarcity of 
money in circulation; and the reason for 
this scarcity is due to the fact that the 
monetary system of the government is 
inefficient. 

The rapidly multiplying industries of 
the United States, together with the 
constantly increasing aggregate of pop- 
ulation, make it necessary that the vol- 
ume of our currency should be increas- 
ed. As it is now, but little encouragment 
is offered to business enterprises with 
such a restricted currency in circulation. 
The present condition of affairs has 
been brought about largely by a growth 
of manufacturing industries without a 
corresponding increase in the volume of 
the circulating medium. 

The remedy for existing evils lies in a 
radical change of the policy under which 
the financial affairs of the government 
have been administered. 
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A United Democracy. 

The assembling of the democratic 
State convention and the results of its 
deliberations constitute one of the most 
inspiring events in the history of the 
party in this state. It amounts to a 
restoration of political confidence and 
is an assurance that the people, whose 
support of the party is necessary to its 
existence, are still true to the princi- 
ples which give vitality to the organi- 
zation.

The plan to consolidate and concen- 
trate primaries and conventions was 
hotly opposed by those who, for one 
reason or another, had allied themselves 


with the scheme to commit the party to , 


the support of the single gold standard 
established in this country by clan- 
destine republican legislation: but it 
Seemed that the active opposition of 
this element served only to arouse the 
people to greater activity and to con- 
vince them that the time had come for 
them to take a serious interest in their 
political affairs. 

The result of this determination was 
that the convention which met in Ma- 
con was the most representative body 
of democrats that has assembled in this 
state in twenty years.

The most ancient court in England is 
that of the king’s bench. Alfred the 
Great presided over this court mrore than 
a thousand years ago. Other monarchs 
followed his example until the eares of 
the realm became such that it was neces- 
Sary to appoint judges. The court of 
chancery is almost as old as the king’s 
bench, In 1871 these ancient tribunals were 
merged into a comprehensive judicial gys- 
tem, composed of the king’s bench, the 
court of common pleas, the exchequer and 
the probate courts. At the head of these 
departments is the supreme legal officer 
of the law of Great Britain and Ireland, 
the lord high chancellor, He is appointed 
by the crown upon the motion of the 
premier of the realnt and changes office 
with his political party. .He sits upon the 
woolsack, the presiding officer’s chair in 
the house of lords, and is also a member 
of the privy council and the chief judge 
of the appellate tribunals. Next in rank 
ig the lord chief justice of England, 
who presides over the court of appeals. 
Lord Halsbury is the lord chancellor, Lord 
Russell of Killowen is the chief justice, 
and Lord Esher is the master of the rolls, 
and he will be the last judge to hold that 
time-honored title; it dies with him. Among 
the wearers of the judicial ermine, the 
late Chief Justice Coleridge was conspicu- 
ous for his liberal views, since liberalism 
is not a prevalent creed with judges in 
England.

$1,000 FOR A HUMAN LIFE. 


VERDICT IN THE ARNOLD CASE 
REACHED YESTERDAY. 


The Jury Gives the Father of the Little 
‘Boy a Substantial Verdict—The 
Child Killed by the Cars. 


A verdict of $1,000 was returned in the 
case of Garnet Arnold against the Atlanta 
Consolidated Street Railway Company yes- 
terday. 

The case went to the jury at 10 o’clock 
yesterday morning, but it was late in the 
afternoon before a verdict was reached. 

Mr. Garnet Arnold was suing the road 
on account of the killing of his child, which 
occurred several months ago. The little 
fellow was playing on the street on South 
Pryor street in front of his home when a 
car ran upon him and instantly killed him. 

The case had been tried twice before. At 
the first trial a verdict for $1,500 was found 
and the case was appealed. The second 
time a mistrial resulted. The road was 
represented by Hammond & Hammond and 
Mr. Arnold was represented by Arnold & 
Arnold. 


HE WILL NOT RESIST IT. 


Mr. Glover Will Not Work To Prevent 


Mr. Spalding’s Appointment. 

This morning in the United States court 
an effort will be made to have Judge New- 
man appoint Mr. Eugene C. Spalding, of 
this city, co-receiver of the Marietta and 
North Georgia railroad to act in con- 
junction with Mr. J. B. Glover, of Mariet- 
ta, who is now the receiver in charge 
of the property. 

It was stated in yesterday’s Constitution 
that Mr. Glover would resist the efforts 
of the purchasers of the Marietta and 
North Georgia railroad to depose him. 
Mr. Glover was in Atlanta yesterday and 
he shid that the statement that he would 
resist the appointment of Mr. Spalding, 
places him in a false position. Acting as 
the representative of the court, Mr. Glover 
considers himself the court’s servant, and 
he will leave the proposition to appoint 
another man to control the road entirely 
in the hands of Judge Newman without 
argument, 

All that he proposes to show is that under 
his management the road ‘thas been in a 
more prosperous condition than it was be- 
fore he took charge. If, under these con- 
ditions, Judge Newman decides te appoint 
another man co-receiver, Mr. Glover says 
that he will not resist the appointment. 

It is understood that the syndicate which 
purchased the road is unanimous in. the 
desire to have Mr. Spalding in charge of 
the line. His well-known ability as a 
railroad manager of large affairs and his 
cordial relations and wide acquaintance 
among the railroad men of the country, 
led to his selection. He is a man of fine 
practical experience in railroad aff<cirs., 
Besides being actively in railroad work, 
his work as president of the Southern Iron 
Car Line, which has 12,00 cars in opera- 
tion, throws him in constant contact with 
railroad managers and presidents and the 
purchasers consider him to be especially 
well fitted to fill the place. It is under- 
stood that it is the purpose of the pur- 
chasers to have him associated with the 
permanent control of the road, and it will 
probably be under his administration that 
the road will be extended to Atlanta, 


Joe James Kept Busy. 

Juage Newman will leave the city next 
Thursday for a vacation in the mountains. 
His approaching departure is causing the 
officers of the United States court to hur- 
ry their work in order that the judge may 
sign as many papers as possible before his 
departure. 

During the past three days United States 
District Attorney Joe James has been a 
very busy man. He has nol prossed 146 
cases for distilling and conspiracy. He 
has examined 1,400 cases in the past few 
days, examining all the evidence in the 
cases and throwing out those which were 
not sufficiently strong to warrant trial.

Ga., to Charles Chauncey Savage, for $3,000. 
The sale was conducted by Master Commis- 
sioner J. E. Valkenburg. 


WARM WEATHER IN THE SOUTH 


The Drought in Texas Still Exists and 
Is Injuring the Cotton Crop. 


The hot weather continues throughout 
this vicitity, 

Warmer changes have occurred in the 
gulf and south Atlantic states due to the 
high pressure which continues to prevail 
over the east gulf coast. The high ba- 
rometer yesterday over the northwest has 
shifted to the lower Missouri valley, bring- 
ing cool weather over that region. 

Weak depressions are now confined to the 
St. Lawrence valley and northwest Texas, 
where large showers have fallen in the 
pest twenty-four hours, with scattering 
rains over the central and southeastern por- 
tion of the cotton belt, while practically 
the drought in Texas still exists.

FOURTH CHURCH 
WITHOUT A PASTOR 


The Resignation of Dr. Cleveland Was 
Accepted by the Presbytery. 


ACTION TAKEN YESTERDAY 


The Special Committee Recommended 


a Change of Pastor. 


THE REPORT WAS UNANIMOUSLY ADOPTED 


Dr. Cleveland Stated That He Had 
Made No Plans for the Future 
and Was at Sea. 


The resignation of Dr. T. P. Cleveland, 
who for eleven years has been pastor of 
the Fourth Presbyterian church, was ac- 
cepted yesterday by the Atlanta presby- 
tery, the resignation to take effect Ju- 
ly Ist. 

At 10 o’clock the presbytery was called 
to order in special session, and the com- 
mittee appointed at the last meeting of 
the preabytery to visit the Fourth. church 
and investigate the condition of affairs, 
made its report yesterday and recommend- 
ed that the relations of pastor and church 
be severed, 

In the report the committee attributed 
its action in making this recommendation 
to two causes, either one of which it was 


thought was sufficient reason for a change. 
The first cause mentioned was the failure 
of the church to provide the salary of its 
pastor. This failure was attributed to un- 
successful methods used by the deacons 
and elders in collecting the amount. 

The second cause was the existence of 
friction between pastor and church. It 
was shown that Dr. Cleveland had not been 
accorded the proper support and co-opera- 
tion he deserved. 

When the report was read, a motion was 
made that it be accepted, and the report 
was then unanimously adopted. No re- 
marks were made and the clerk of the 
presbytery was instructed to spread the 
report upon the minutes. 

Dr. Cleveland stated that he had previous- 
ly tendered his resignation and asked that 
action be taken by the presbytery to visit 
the church for the purpose of harmonizing 
the members and aiding them in the se- 
lection of a successor to Dr. Cleveland. 

The pulpit will be regularly filled each 
Sabbath and action will be soon taken 
looking toward the selection of a pastor. 


The Report of the Committee. 

The following report which had been pre- 
pared by the special committee was then 
read and adopted unanimously by the pres- 
bytery: 

“Your committee appointed to visit the 
Fourth Presbyterian church to ascertain 
its condition, and especially the causcs 
leading to the resignation of its pastor, 
Rev. T. P. Cleveland, respectfully subinits 
the following report: 

‘‘We held a conference first with the dcea- 
cons and elders of the church, then with 
the pastor, and afterwards a second ccn- 
ference with the elders and have found 
that the church is divided into two par- 
ties: Those who desire the pastor .o remain 
and those who desire and have voted to ac- 
cept his resignation; that the parties wish- 
ing him to remain constitutes a large ma- 
jority of the membership; that the relations 
between these parties are somewhat stra‘n- 
ed, and that there is danger, whatever mzy 
be the decision of the presbytery in regard 
to the pastor’s resignation, that some of 
the members will withdraw. We suggest 
whether it would not be well for the pres- 
bytery, in some appropriate way, ito bring 
iis innuence to bear upon the church in 
favor of peace and harmony and future cu- 
operat.on. 

‘As to the causes leading to the resigna- 
tion of the pastor, we have found only two 
that need be mentioned: 

“One was the failure to pay his salary. 
This has been the result, mainly, if not 
altogether, of the failure of the church to 
devise and energetically to carry out wise 
plans for its coiuection. It may be due to 
the officers, however, to say that they have 
been so engaged in secular pursuits that 
they have not found it convenient to ai- 
tend to the matter. Still it ought to be 
Said that the failure to pay the Salary 
seems to have been due to defective meth- 
ods rather than to any unwoillinmuess on 
— part of the people to support their pas- 
or. 

“The other cause leading to the pastor's 
resignation, we find, was friction between 
the pastor and the session; and for this 
friction we believe the session—particularly 
a part of it to have been almost ent.rely 
responsible. The pastor, under provocation, 
may not always have been as calm and 
guarded as he ought to have been. Yet 
we are confident that if he had always 
had from the session that considerate 
treatment which he deserved and that cor- 
dial co-operation of which he was worthy, 
the work of the church would have con- 
tinued to prosper as in the past. 

“Notwithstanding the fact, however, that 
the resignation of the pastor has _ been 
brought about by causes for which he -is 
not to be held responsble; and notwith- 
Standing the fact that it is a very serious 
matter for a church to thrust out an earn- 
est and faithful and efficient minister in 
such a way as to hinder his usefulness in 
the future, we nevertheless recommend 
that the resignation be accepted, tne obsta- 
cles in the way of effective service in the 
church being now insurmountable.” 

The report was signed by G. B. Strickler, 
E. H. Barnett, Chalmers Fraizer and bD. A. 
Beatie, and after it was read it was unani- 
mously adopted by the presbytery. 


Who Will Succeed Dr. Cleveland? 


Dr. Cleveland’s successor has not been 
Selected, and the question has not even been 
discussed yet. 

Dr. Cleveland will fill the pulpit next 
Sunday and will probably take this occa- 
sion to say farewell to the people for 
whom he has been laboring more than ten 
years. 

The presbytery yesterday selected Dr. J. 
P. Gaines to inform the Fourth church of 
the official action of the presbytery anid 
also to fill the pulpit at a time to he mutual 
ly agreed upon by the elders and deacons 
of the church. 

Dr. Cleveland has no definite plans for 
the future and stated yesterday that he did 
not know what he would do. 

“TIT have no idea of what the future hos 
in store for me,” said he yesterdav. “I 
‘can’t say whether I will live in Atlanta or 
what I shall do. My arrangements have 
not been made and I have nothing to say 
for publication.”’ 


WILL MEET NEXT WEEK. 


Finance Committee Will Consider the 
Census Matter. 

Mr. Hugh Inman, chairman of the finance 
committee of the council, stated yesterday 
that a meeting of his committee would be 
held next week at which the census ques- 
tion would be considered. 

A prcposition to offer the taxpayers a 
special discount of 1 per cent up to $50,000 
will also be discussed. It is thought that 
that sum of money, together with 
the $100,000 collected a few days ago, will 
tide the city over until the annual taxes 
are paid in September. 

At the last meeting of the council a reso- 
lution was introduced by Councilman Cul- 
berscn appropriating $1,000 for the r- 
pose of taking a new census of the city’s 
population. The paper was referred to 
the finance committee, and that commit- 
tee will consider it and make a report at 
the next meeting df the council. Mr. Cul- 
berson is a member of the finance com- 
mittee, and he will urge his associates to 
make a favorable report on the resolution.

His voice will ring 
through the state in the aid of the great 
silver exemplar—General Johnston—who so 
grandly rescued his state from goldbug 
rule and re-established the time-honored 
principles of democracy at the masthead 
of the party. 

Upon his return from the state demo- 
cratic convention yesterday morning Gov- 
ernor Atkinson found on his desk a courte- 
ous invitation from General Johnston in- 
viting him to visit Alabama in July and 
make several speeches. General Johnston 
voiced the sentiments of the Alabama 
voters in saying that Georgta’s distinguish- 
ed governor would be gladly welcomed 
there and that a few speeches after the 
Georgia campaign manner would be ex- 
pected. Governor Atkinson always stands 
at democracy’s call and he quickly con- 
cluded to .accept the invitation extended 
him and General Johnston will be so ad- 
vised. 

Statehouse Officials Return. 

Nearly all of the statehouse officials 
were back at their desks yesterday, re- 
turning from the (Macon convention in the 
happiest humor imaginable. With the 
flush of victory so complete that they had 
no opponents at all the state officers 
buckled down to business again and will 
continue to direct the great affairs of 
state. They talked of the convention and 
the Central City’s hot weather during the 
day. Many callers shook hands with the 


new nominees for state honors and to their 
friends all of the candidates—from Gover- 


| nor Atkinson down—had something pleas- 


ant to say. They bore the honor of con- 
tinued confidénce at the hands of de- 
mocracy without exultation, but with evi- 
dences of their appreciation. 


Governor Atkinson at Work. 


Governor ‘Atkinson reached his office 
early and during the day he dispatched 
much business which had. accumulated 
while he was in attendance upon the Macon 
convention. He did not reach any matters 
of great importance, but was kept busy 
with routine matters in the office. He ex- 
pressed himself as well pleased with the 
outcome of the convention and said that 
the democratic party in the state had no 
cause for fear.

Cotton Was Quiet, 
Points Above the Previous Close. 
Wheat Lower, 


New York, June 26.—The Industrials 
again monopolized speculative attention at 
the stock exchange today. Sugar was the 
leading feature, and on dealings of 136,600 
shares, ranged between 1134%@116%, clos- 
ing at the top figure. Yesterday the trad- 


ers almost to a man were arrayed on the 


short side of the account, but this morning 
there was a decided change for the better 
because of the sharp recovery in both raw 
and refined sugars. Early cables reported 
the market stronger than for a long time, 
while at home the refiners lifted prices all 
around. The advance extended from %& to 
we per pound. This movenrent was entire- 
ly unexpected by stock operators, and the 

advance in the certificates of nearly 3 
points is due in a great measure to cover- 
ing for their account. The recent 10 point 
drop in the stock also led to buying by 
lower Wal! street interests, who have been 
rather bearish of late. Tobacco and Leath- 
er preferred were heavy, the former sell- 
ing down from 65% to 63%, and the latter 
from #01, to 57%. The break in Tobacco 
was ascribed to the liquidation of a block 
of stock bought recently on the belief that 
the directors intended to resume dividends 
on the common stock. It is now stated 
that action has been indefinitely postponed. 
Boston houses were the largest sellers of 
Leather preferred. The railway list was 
sustained at the opening by London buy- 
ing. Prices advanced fractionally on very 
moderate transactions and tfien specula- 
tion in this group came to a standstill. 
The withdrawals of $400,000 gold from the 
sub-treasury for export to Germany and 
Canada had little influence, while the an- 
nouncement that the radical silver men 
will contro] the democratic convention serv- 
ed to check business, if it did not actual- 
ly lead to short sales.

Otherwise the news 
that came to hand would undoubtedly 
have caused some advance. Clearances 
were liberal at 533,000 bushels, or nearly a 
total of 1,000,000 in the past two days from 
the Atlantic ports alone. New York claims 
that export engagements there and at out 
ports yesterday aggregated 75 loads. These 
factors on an ordinarily active market 
would probably have resulted in fairly 
good buying, but today the only effect 
noticeable was to steady prices. The 
Modern Miller takes rather a different 
view of the situation this week than last, 
saying there is cessation of bad crop re- 
ports and that returns from the thresher 
are improving. President Miller, of the 
St. Paul road, declares the northwest pros- 
pects are fine. Northwestern stocks for 
the week will probably show a small de- 
crease, against an increase of 200,000 bush- 
els last week. There seems to be some 
inclination on the part of the trade to take 
the long side for a turn, believing a re- 
action due after such a steady decline, 
but the reaction of the market still favors 
the bears.

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Governor Atkinson Granted Them Par- 
dons for Mercy’s Sake. 
STOLE A QUARTER—GOT A YEAR 


Bartow County Man Forged a Paper 
for 25 Cents and Was Sentenced 
for Twelve Months. 


Governor ‘atkingon’s first official act after 
returning from the state democratic conven- 
tion, where he was unanimously renomi- 
nated, was to exercise his power in a cause 
of mercy. He pardoned two unfortunate 
convicts yesterd&y, restoring them to their 
friends and families in the name of mercy. 
‘ One of the pardons brought to light the 
fact a man can be sent to the penitentiary 
in this state for one year for the simple 
crime of having forged a paper which 
brought a return of only 25 cents. For se- 
curing that amount on a forged paper a 
Bartow county man was arrested, tried and 
convicted and sentenced to a, term of 
twelve months in the penitentiary. 

After having worked at hard labor for 
nearly six’ months in paying the penalty 
of his crime the unfortunate at iast got 
his case’ before the governor and he is now 
a free man, But he will return to his hum- 
ble home tn’ Bartow county only to find 
ruin and desolation there. It was brougnt 
to the attention of the governor that the 
convict’s family are in very destitute cir- 
‘cumstances and sorely in need of the sup- 
port and labor of the convict who was 
ruthlessly taken from his door for the 
theft of a quarter. 

John McCrammy is the convict who was 
convicted of forging a paper for the insig- 
nificant sum of 25 cents. He was arraigi-ed 
in the superior court of Bartow county last 
January and sentenced to twelve months’ 
at hard labor. The application for pardon 


| Was inddérsed by the presiding judge; the 


solicitor and many well known citizens of 
Bartow county. Governor Atkinson incor- 
porated the facts of the case in his order 
of release of the convict. 

Now Thought To Be Innocent. 

The second benelic:ary of the hand of the 
governor yesterday is John Wilson, of Gil- 
mer county. He was pardoned after hav- 
ing served about twelve months in the 
penitentiary upon conviction of the charge 
of rioting. It is now believed that he is in- 
nocent of the crime for which he was con- 
victed. 

More than one year ago there Was a se- 
rious riot in Gtimer cougty and Wilson 
was arrested with others as being iimpli- 
cated in the outlawry and he was in time 
arraigned in the Gilmer superior court for 
trial. Judge George F. Gober pres:ded in 
the case and from the evidence adduced it 
appeared to the jurors that Wilson was 
guilty. <A verdict to that effect was brought 
in and Judge Gober sentenced Wilson to 
Serve twelve months in the chaingang and 
to pay a fine of $100. Most of the time has 
been served, but Wilson would have had 
to work out the fine had he not been pur- 
doned. a 

Judge Gober recently addressed a letter 
to Governor Atkinson, stating that he had 
carefully gone over the evidence in Wil- 
son’s case, and upon thorough investigation 
had come to the conclusion that there was 
serious doubt in his mind as to the guilt 
of Wilson. In view of that fact and the 
fact that the solicitor and others recum- 
mended that Wilson be pardoned Governor 
Atkinson issued the order of release.

permanent receiver of the mills. 

No definite action was taken, but on ac- 
count of Judge Bieby's illness the case 
was postponed until Monday. 

Colonel N. J. Hammond 
Judge Bigby and he made a gallant fight 
for his client. At the opening of the 
hearing the ecdds were largely against 
Ju Bighby, and it seemed next to an 
impossibility that his attorney could suc- 

_geed in holding him in the position of 
receiver. That nothing was done means 
that Judge Bigby won the day's fight, 
for it was apparent to every one present 
that his chances for continuance as.

Colonel Hammond came prepared to fight 
charges that had been made in a paper 
prepared by Colonel W. A. Wimbish, of 
Columbus, and sent to Judge Bigby as is 
customary when official papers are filed 
in the United Statés court. Though Judge 
Rigby bad been sérved with this paper it 
was learned by his counsel yesterday 
morning, after arriving at the courtroom, 
that the papers, though once filed, had 

withdrawn and were not on the offi- 
ure records. This gave rise to a 
misunderstanding in the case that caused 
considerable confusion. 

The paper which was filed and then 
withdrawn, by the consent of Judge New- 
man, contained some sensational charges 
against Judge Bigby, the president of the 
Eagle and Phenix mills. 

Colonel Wimbish, who prepared the pa- 
per, admits that he did not wish to have 
the matter spread upon the court record 
and given publicity unless it was abso- 
lutely necessary to do so. He was anxious 
to have Judge Bigby removed from the re- 
caivership on the simple ground that he 
Was an interested party in the case and 
could not act as a receiver appointed by 
the court, should act—with absolute im- 
partiality. 

Paper Was Not Filed. 
For this reason he had the paper held 
back from the court files, but had a copy 
sent to Judge Bigby hat he might be no- 
tified of the charges that were to be pre- 
“ferred dgainst him iri case the fight was 


* pushed to the end. 


Colonel Hammond did not understand 
this and he came to the court yesterday 
“believing that the papers which Judge 
Bigby had received were matters of court 
record and had been duly filed. 

Acting on this belief he was unwiilling 
to fight out the case until his client, Jrrage 
Bigby, could go to Columbus and examine 
the books and records of the corporation 
in order to obtain data with which he 
might controvert the charges made againtt 
him in the paper prepared by Colonel 
Wimbish.

He 
cited in support of this, the fact, which is 
indisputed, that Judge Bigby with his 
family, Owns 1,658 shares of the Eagle and

‘He further alleged that Judge Bigby had 
been president of the mills since 1892, and 
was president when the mil] failed. In 
addition to this, that he is a large creditor, 
and that no party at interest has any right 
to be a receiver. 

Doctor’s Certificate Presented. 


Colonel Nat Hammond said that he was 
the representatjve of Judge Bigby, who 
Was suffering from a serious illness. 

He presented a doctor's certificate to the 

effect that Judge Bigby was too ill to 
leave his bed. 
“Judge Bigby,”’ said Colonel! Hammond, 
‘Ss suffering from narvous prostration, 
and cannot rise from his bed to look over 
the books and records of the corporation to 
obtain the facts by which the would be 
able to disprove all of the charges that 
have been made against him. For this 
reason I respectfully urge a postponement 
until my client can take action in his own 
defense. He is a member of this bar and 
especially entitled to your consideration.” 

Judge Newman, at this point, stated 
that his appointment of Judge Bigby as 
receiver was only a temporary appoint- 
ment, and was thoroughly understood to 
be such when it was made. 


Bigby’s Appointment Not Permanent. 


ne. wish it to be understood,” said Judge 
Newman, ‘that this hearing is not for the 
purpose of deciding whether or not Judge 
Bigby shall be removed from the receiver- 
ship, but to decide whether or not he shall 
be appointed receiver. He is now only a 
temporary receiver, ‘and hig appointment 
was never intended to be permanent until 
. oe hearing of the case could be 
1eld.’’ 

Colonel Hammond then spoke about the 
misunderstandings in the case, and said 
that Judge Bigby was never responsible 
for the failure of the mills, which he in- 
Sisted Was not at all due to mismanage- 
ment. 

“Judge Bigby acknowledges that he is 
an interested party,’ said Colonel Ham- 
mond, ‘“‘but he believes that he is capable 
of acting with thorough impartiality in th® 
case. He desires to be continued as per- 
manent receiver for special reasons which 
cannot be presented before an investigation 
of the books of the concern has been made. 
Messrs. Jim English and Gufby Jordan 
are both men well qualified to act as re- 
ceivers of the mills, but they are both in- 
terested, and if Judge Bigby is retired 
from the management they, too, would be 
disqualified. 

“I grant,’’ continued Colonel Hammond, 
“that under ordinary circumstances, one 
interested should not be appointed to act 
as receiver of a concern that has failed, 
but in this case there are special reasons 
which make Judge Bigby the best possible 
man for the place, and all must admit that 
there are exceptions to the rule which 
calls for disinterested men as receivers. I 
will be prepared to prove that Judge Big- 
by comes under this exception as soon as 
he can make an examination of the books 
of the corporation to obtain certain data,” 


Objected to a Postponement. 


Mr. Jack Spalding, of the firm of King 
& Spalding, who is representing Mr. 
Charles A. Collier, one of the directors, 
who is opposed to the appointment of Judge 
Bigby as receiver, spoke against the prop- 
osition for a discontinuance of the case 
until Judge Bigby should have an oppor- 
tunity to prepare his case. He said that 
a temporary receiver had no possible r.ght 
to demand a hearing. He was simply the 
arm of the court, he said, to obey the 
court’s orders and nothing more. 

“I say that the court should not walt for 
Judge Bigby in this case,’’ said Mr. Spal- 
ding. “If he resists the point that has been 
made that he should not serve because he 
is interested in the mills, then we will have 
to fight him on other and more serious 
charges. 

“This constant publication of the facts 
concerning the mismanagement that has 
been practiced by those in charge of the 
mills will break down its credit and ruin 
its business. For that reason the sooner 
we close up this matter the better it will 
be for the property; and Thold that it is 
the vast property that we are trying to 
Save, and that any one man’s individual 
interests should be subservient to the in- 
terests of the whole concern collectively. 
We can see that the concern is being shak- 
en to pieces by: all this wrangling, and 
for that reason we should heal up the 
breach as soon as possible in order that 
the mill can get back on its feet.’’ 


Others Want Bigby Retained. 


Colonel Hammond then said that he did 
not represent Judge Bigby alone, but that 
he represented ‘Mrs. Bigby, A. D. Free- 
man, of Newnan, and other creditors, and 
that they all insisted that Judge Bigby 
should be retained as the head of the 
mills inasmuch as he was;the only man that 
was acquainted with the big concern’s bus- 
iness. 

‘“‘I have received telegrams from many of 
the stockholders,’’ said Colonel Hammond, 
“‘who insist that Judge Bigby be retained 
as the best man to act as receiver. 

“As receiver, I ‘grant you that Judge 
Bigby would have no right to interfere in 
this case, but as stockholder and as cred- 
itor he has the right to demand that the 
best possible man be chosen to represent 
his interests, and that man is himself.’’ 

Mr. Spalding arose to say that if Colo- 
nel Hammond insisted on presenting af- 
fidavits to prove Judge Bigby’s -fitness for 
the position of receiver, he would be com- 
pelled to present affidavits to prove his ut- 
ter unfitness for the position. 

“There is a great difference of opinion on 
that point,’’ said Mr. Spalding. 


The Permanent Receivers. 


Mr. Tom Glenn, of the firm of Glenn, 
Slaton & Phillips, said that he was present 
when Judge Newman appointed the three 
receivers, and that everyone understood 
that Messrs. English and Jordan were ap- 
pointed as permanent receivers, and that 
Judge Bigby was appointed as a temporary 
réceiver only. 

Attorney Albert H. Cox, of the firm of 
Abbott & Cox, who represent the Eagle 
& Phenix Company, said that he had re- 
ceived a letter from the general manager 
stating that Judge Bigby in his short term 
as the president of the corporation had in- 
creased the net income of the corporation 
$100,000. He said that*he considered the 
three receivers already named _ splendid 
men for the positions. Mr. Jordan repre- 
sents the mill itself, he said, Mr. English, 
the bondholders, and Judge Bigby, the 
stockholders. 

Mr. Cox insisted that there was no dif- 
eet shi in the order by which Captain 
=nglish and Mr. Jordan received their ap- 
pointment from Judge Newman, and the 
order by which Judge Bigby was appoint- 
ed. 

Mr. Cox urged the appointment of a 
master to supervise the work of the three 
receivers. : 

Five Directors Opposed Bigby. 

Mr. Alex King, of the firm of King & 
Spalding, then spoke in the interest of his 
cents, Messrs. Collier, Monroe and Graves, 
ail directors of the mill. Attorney Tom 
Glenn arose and said that his firm repre. 
sented Directors J. T. Warnock and A. 
J. Bethune, and that they were, like Mr. 
King’s clients, opposed to the retention of 
Judge Rieby as receiver. 

Mr. King then argued that as five of the 
nine directors were represented in court, 
and they all declared that they objected 
to Judge Bigby and that as the’ remaining 
four of the nine directors were Judge Big- 
by himself and three members of his fam- 
ilv. it seemed conclusive that the directors 
should receive great eonsideration at the 
hands of the court and that their oblections 
should be sufficient te cause the judge to 
declare Judge Bigby ineligible to act as 

ceiver. 
"Captain W. D. Bilis..of the firm of. Ellis

“Heretofore there has been no leap years 
in Japan, and it has been introduced lately 
by the adoption of the Gregorian calendar. 
Yet our girls do not know the tradition of 
the privileged year. A few among them 
who have been abroad may have caught 
the idea and perhaps experimented, but no 
practical application has yet been made. 
in fact, in general the proposal is made 
through a third person, not directly to the 
girl, but to her parents, and everything 
jis arranged by them. Of course, as is 
often the case, lovers themselves make up 
their own affairs of the heart. In sucl’ 
acase. who will propose is the question. 
This, however, cannot be answered satis- 
factorily without experience. A love af- 
fair in Japan is the same as in America, 
only the people speak of different language 
to disclose the contents of the heart. As 
to the degree of expressiveness, sugges- 
tiveness and sweetness of the language of 
love I naturally prefer my own. Love- 
making, however, is quite different among 
our people. No such opportunity as the 
evening party or social gathering is ever 
given. Usually their first acquaintance is 
made either in a temple or at a picnic. In 
the spring time, when nature affords them 
the opportunity, they flock to the flowe: 
garden or to an orchard, but not inten- 
tionally to follow the example of their 
first parents.”

The populists are coming. Tom Watson, 
Charley McGregor, John Cunningham, J. 
L. Sibley, Oscar Parker and a host of oth- 
ers whose inclinations it is said now lead 
them toward democracy are preparing to 
rush on Atlanta and make known their de- 
sires in regard to the state ticket, 

Yesterday morning the call for the popu- 
list state convention was issued by Chair- 
man Watson, who fixed the day of the con- 
vention on August 6th at noon. At that 
time delegates from every county in Geor- 
gia will be on hand for the purpose of par- 
ticipating in the selection of an elecioral 
ticket, the nomination of statehouse officers 
and the election of a new executive com- 
mittee. 

The official call for the convention fas 
just been missed by Tom Watson and in it 
he takes occasion to state that it will be the 
most important meeting of populists ever 
held in Georgia. Just what this signifies 
is not known, but there are those who 
prophesy that the populists will not be so 
violent as in their previous fights and that 
there is a probability of return to democra- 
cy. Members of the party in Atlanta de- 


clare that this is not the intention of the 
leaders and claim that the declaration of 
democracy in favor of the free coinage of 
silver has not affected the populists in the 
least. 
general shakeup when the State convention 
comes On. 

The populists have waited for their ac- 
tion. They determined some months «yo 
not to make a showdown until the repibli- 
cans had made out their platform and un- 
til the Georgia demucrats had assembled 
in Macon. With a Keen eye for business 
Watson decided that he would make the 
last shot and knew that there would be 
more effective play and much more ma- 
terial to work on after the adjournment of 
the conventions of the other two primaries. 
He is ready now for the cohorts of popu- 
lism to gather and has sounded the cali, 

Fhe call is as follows: 

“The state convention of the people’s par- 
ty of Georgia is hereby called to meet at 
the capitol, in Atlanta, Ga., at noon, on 
Thursday, the 6th day of August, 138.6. 

“The purpose of the convention 1s to put 
out an electoral ticket, to nominate stite- 
house officers, to choose a new exFfciiive 
committee and to transact such oiher busi- 
ness aS may legitimately come betore a 
general state convention of the party. 

“Each county is entitled to twice as 
many. votes in the convention as it has 
representatives in the legislature, but the 
number of delegates is not limited. 

“A full convention should be had, as it 
will be the most important meeting we 
have ever held.

At the Georgia convention, which was 
held last December, the ttext of the plat- 
form which will be adopted at the national 
convention was considered. There were va- 
rious suggestions as to the different planks 
in the platform. After long wrangling the 
following was adopted as the expression of 
the Georgia -populists and will be offered 
by them as a suitable expression for the 


- party at large in the national convention: 


**Resolved, That it is the sense of this 
convention that the next national conven- 
tion of the people’s party should adopt the 
following platform: 

“1. The direct issue of all money by thé 
government; the abolition of banks of is- 
sue; no more bonds to be issued except in 
refunding those of the government now 
outstanding; silver and gold to be coined 
upon equal terms at a ratio of 16 to 1; the 
volume of currency to be increased to not 
less than $50 per capita. 

“2. Government revenues to be raised 
by a graduated tax upon incomes and by a 
tariff tax upon luxuries of life; the neces- 
saries of life to be placed upon the free 
list, and the internal revenue system to be 
abolished. 

‘3. Transportation being a means of ex- 
change and a public. necessity, we favor 
the government -ownership of railroads and 
canals; the telegraph and -the telephone, 
like the postoffice, being a necessity for the 
transmission of news, we demand that they 
be run as adjuncts of the postoffice sys- 
tem, but we favor the submission of the 
laws carrying these principles into effect 
to a popular vote of the people of the 
United States, or of the respective states, 
and that they shall not become operative 
until they shall receive a majority of the 
votes cast at an election held for the pur- 
pose of ascertaining the public will on these 
subjects, each law to be voted on sepa- 
rately. 

‘4. Alien ownership of land to be pro- 
hibited; public lands granted to corpora- 
tions by the government, and not owned by 
‘the said corporations in accordance with 
the grant, to be forfeited and restored to 
the public domain. 

‘5. United States senators to be elected 
by direct vote of the people. 

“6. Church and state to be forever kept 
separate, and no public funds to be appro- 
priated for any private or sectional pur- 
poses; all subsidies to be prohibited. 

“7. An honest election law to be enacted 
in each state to the end that each citizen 
qualified to vote shall have the privilege of 
a free and private ballot the assurance 

a fair and public count.” “

| «MUST PAY TO DANCE. 


PROFESSORS MUST HAVE A ILI- 
CENSE TO TEACH THE ART. 


Despite Recollections of Their Danc- 
ing Days; the Tax Committee 
Says It’s Subject to Tax. 


The tax committee of the council has de- 
cided that dancing academies in the city 
must pay license fees like any other enter- 
prise. Professors who teach the people to 
tip the light fantastic must first plank 
down $25 per year for license from now on, 

It happens that the members of the tax 
committee have passed their dancing days 
and being now of a settled disposition and 
removed from the frivolous period of life if 
is no wonder that they do not look upon 
the average dancing academy with special 
favor. The artistic phase of the question 
does not appeal to them, and in their com- 
mercial way of thinking they fail to see 
why a dancing academy should not pay 
as much business license as other enter- 
prises of equal importance. 

Yesterday the committee was called upon 
to decide whether or not a dancing acade- 
my should be required to pay license. In- 
spector Saxe’s keen and observing eye had 
swooped down upon a full fledged plece of 
grace and music, and he forthwith scanned 
the walls of the establishment to ascer- 
tain if the professor had mucilaged a li- 
cense on the wall paper. Failing to find 
the bit of authority to do business the mat- 
ter eventually got into the hands of the 
city clerk and fi. fas, were issued. A peti- 
tion asking to be released from the pay- 
ment of back taxes in the case was before 
the tax committee yesterday and it was 
on that paper that the members of the com- 
mittee went on record as standing against 
the popular amusement to the extent 
Stated. 

Mr. Saxe said he had nothing in particu- 
lar against the dancing habit, but he 
thought a license fee should be paid. Chair- 
man Bell looked at the paper closely and 
Said he guessed a dancing academy was 
a regular business. Mr. 'olbert was in- 
clined to remember the days when he 
waltzed with the music and his boyhood 
Sweetheart, and he proposed to recommend 
that the dancing master be relieved of the 
payment of back taxes, but that he must 
pay in future. Mr. Day said that dancing 
was a pretty nice thing and he dishked to 
put any restrictions upon it, but that there 
might be unfairness if the dancing nias- 
ters were allowed to do business free, while 
Others paid. 

Mr. Morris said he would never forget 
his days in the dancing schools and that 
he was naturally inclined to look upon 
them with favor, but he would not swerve 
from the plain path of duty and vote to al- 
low the academies to do business to the 
detriment of the city treasury. 

Professor Faulkner, the dancing master, 
Said that he did not know that places of 
the kind had to pay license and he thought 
he ought to be relieved of the payment of 
back taxes. When the committee members 
had talked about dancing and the good old 
times they used to have at picnics, where 
waltzing and other movements were indulg- 
ed in all day, they suddenly forgot the sen- 
timental side of the question and said that 
Mr. Faulkner would have to pay the back 
license fees. They did agree, however, to 
relieve him of the fi. fa. costs. 

And now that it has been settled that 
dancing academies must ay license Tax 
Inspector Saxe will keep his ear open for 
any strain of music which may indicate 
that a dance is going on in the vicinity. 
Unless the walls of such place are adorned 
by one of Atlanta’s artistic license papers 
the belongings of the professor in charge 
will be subject 'to confiscation.
